Former Undersecretary 
Of State issues Warning 
It l5 SLi certain sl& anything can be in this uncertain 
world that President Truman intends to use E>ean 
Acheson as Secretary of State in another attempt to 
make a settlement mith Russia. 
In the light of that 
pr>>:pect. the words of retiring Undersecretary of 
State Robert Lovett mu.'t be taken as a warning to 
Coni;rr>.>; and the nation. 
Te.stifymg before the Senate Foreign Relalion.s 
Committee, Lovett made three points: that Stalin still 
dominates the Politburo, which rules the Soviet Union 
and all its satellites: that there is no sign of a rift 
among the Soviet leaders, and that the Politburo is 
prepared to take any measures, including war. to retain 
its power and perpetuate Communism. 
The Lovett remark about Stalin’s dominance, as 
reported by the senators who heard him, differs from 
the President’s campaign assertion that “old Joe” is “a 
prisoner of t h i Politburo.” 
Lovett’s opinion about 
the sc-Hdanty of aim. within the Politburo contradicts 
Mr. Truman’s Kansas City statement that some Rus­ 
sian leaders “are exceedingly anxious for an under­ 
standing with us.” 
«Lovett’s opinion here is shared 
by our Ambassador to Moscow. “Beetle” Smith.) Lovett’s 
statement about Soviet resolution is confirmed by a 
great mass of evidence since Teheran. 
His words 
might be paraphrased to read: “Watch out! Don’t get 
burned again!” 
Our new Undersecretary' of State, presumably, will 
be Jam.es E. Webb, an efficient young budget director 
who has had no experience whatever in the field of 
foreign affairs. 
Presumably, too. Dean Acheson will 
be confirmed by the Senate, probably today. 
The 
committee which conducted hearings on his qualifica- 
tlons and to leam his views toward Russia was satis­ 
fied, no doubt, that he does not favor a softening 
atritude toward Russia 
On the basis of this, it 
approved his nomination. 
But it is much more 
Imporiant to know how President Truman feels. 
M .. Truman clearly intends to make his own foreign 
policy, as he did not attempt to do with Byrnes and 
Marshall. 
As of now. the country m un guess about 
t..e Truman plans for dealing with Moscow, 
if the 
country knew. Roben Lcvett would not have felt com­ 
pelled to issued his warning—which we strongly sus- 
^ c t was made with the prior approval of his close 
friend and superior, George Marshall.

and blackheads is 
Dr. Van Dellen controversial and, 
w henever physicians m eet, the topic 
is one of th e m ost common sources 
of argum ent. 
T he disorder m anifests i t s e l f 
usually when the child approaches 
pubeny. The outbreak is a h an d i­ 
cap because it develops during th a t 
tim e of life when the boy or girl 
is m ost desirous of m aking a good 
appearance. 
T he cheeks are the 
m ost favored site, followed by the 
chin, forehead, neck, chest, should­ 
ers, back, and buttocks. Some are 
bothered m ore th a n others as the 
affliction varies from m ere oily skin, 
w ith a few blackheads and pimples, 
to deep destructive pustules and 
nodules th a t leave perm anent scars. 


W hile th e cause is controversial, 
heredity, infections, and glandular 
and digestive disturbances are im ­ 
p o rtan t considerations. Foods also 
play a role and dietary treatm en t is 
given preference to all others. Those 
w ith acne should avoid chocolate, 
nuts, cheese, greasy dtshe.s, gravies, 
and rich pastries. W eight will not 
be lost if the deficit is m ade up w ith 
fruit, vegetables, chicken, fish, broil­ 
ed m eats, and eggs. Some authori­

recom m end 
the 
addition 
of 
cereals 
and 
other 
carbohydrates. 
V itam ins help. e.si>ecially A. T ie re 
is no rationale to this statem ent but 
studies have revealed th a t those who 
take a 100.000 u n it vitam in A cap­ 
sule a t bedtim e are troubled l^’ss by 
pimples, and blackheads. 
In a d ­ 
dition, a period of a t least eight 
hours sleep is needed. 
M eticulous ra re of 
the skin us 
e.s.sential. 
T he 
face 
should 
lie 
washed w ith w aim w ater for two to 
three m inutes m orning and night. 
T his is followed by the application 
of a detergent oil or cake p rep ar­ 
ation «a list of these will be sent 
upon request, if a stam ped, self- 
addressed 
envelope 
is 
included). 
O ne-half teaspoonful of the oil, for 
e.xample, is poured on th e palm s -f 
th e hand, m assaged into th e face 
for one m inute, and rinsed first w ith 
w arm and then cold w ater. 


In m ore severe cases, it m ay be 
necessary to reduce the production 
of skin grease by applying a drying 
lotion after cleansing. A .substance 
containing sulfur or resorcin, or a 
com bination of the two, is useful 
along this line. D uring th e day. a 
drj'ing foundation lotion m av be 
employed by the young ladies, which 
acts not only as a drying agent but 
also as a cover-up powder. 
It is 
wise to w atch the condition of the 
scalp because dandruff frequently 
co-exists with acne; a weekly sham ­ 
poo, followed by a vinegar rinse, is 
beneficial.

m ay be pre.scribed, if the need is 
present. 


T he physician will often decide 
to open the large pustules w ith a 
sh arp knife and evacuate th e con­ 
tents w ith gentle pressure. This will 
prevent the ugly scars th a t result 
when nature is not allowed to take 
its course. T he blackheads m ay be 
expressed w ith a special extractor. 
The utm ost cleanliness is required 
during this procedure, otherw ise in ­ 
fection Is likely to spread.

Former Undersecretary 
Of State Issues Warning 
It la aa certain aa anything can be In this uncertain 
world that President Truman intends to use Dean 
Acheron as Secretary of State in another attempt to 
make a settlement with Russia. 
In the light of that 
prospect, the words of retiring Undersecretary of 
State Robert Lovett must be taken as a warning to 
Congress and the nation. 
Testifying before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Lovett made three points: that Stalin still 
dominates the Politburo, which rules the Soviet Union 
and all its satellites; that there is no sign of a rift 
among the Soviet leaders, and that the Politburo is 
prepared to take any measures, including war, to retain 
Its power and perpetuate Communism. 
The Lovett remark about Stalin's dominance, as 
reported by the senators who heard him, differs from 
the President's campaign assertion that ‘'old Joe” is “a 
prisoner of th / Politburo.” 
Lovett's opinion about 
the solidarity cf aim within the Politburo contradicts 
Mr. Truman's Kansas City statement that some Rus­ 
sian leader? “are exceedingly anxious for an under­ 
standing with us.” 
* Lovett's opinion here is shared 
by our Ambassador to Moscow. “Beetle” Smith.) Lovett’s 
Statement about Soviet resolution is confirmed by a 
great mass of evidence since Teheran 
His words 
might be paraphrased to read: “Watch out! Don't get 
burned again!'* 
Our new Undersecretary of State, presumably, will 
be James E. Webb an efficient young budget director 
who has had no experience whatever in the field of 
foreign affairs. 
Presumably, too, Dean Acheson will 
be confirmed by the Senate, probably today. 
The 
committee which conducted hearings on his qualifica­ 
tions and to learn his views toward Russia was satis­ 
fied no doubt, that he does not favor a softening 
attitude toward Russia 
On the basis of this, it 
approved his nomination. 
But it is much more 
Important to know how President Truman feels. 
Mr. Truman clearly intends to make his own foreign 
policy, as he did not attempt to do with Byrnes and 
Marshall. 
As of now. the country must guess about 
the Truman plans for dealing with Moscow. 
If the 
country knew. Robert Lovett would not have felt com­ 
pered to issued his warning—which we strongly sus­ 
pect was made with the prior approval of his close 
friend and superior. George Marshall. 


Auto Output Cutbacks; 
Reasons Given Differ 
First setback in the automobile industry since the 
•tart of the postwar scramble seems to have appeared. 
Two manufacturers have cut current car production, 
one drastically, and both have laid off workers. 
Reasons they give for the action differ. 
Benson Ford, general manager of the Ford Motor 
Company s Lincoln-Mercury Division, says the daily 
production of Lincolns and Mercurys will be curtailed 
by about IO per cent. 
Shortages of critical materials 
have made the action necessary, he says. 
Ford explains that the company operated only IO 
months during 1948, because of model changeovers 
The actual supply of materials the company will re­ 
ceive in 1949 will be approximately the same as that 
received in 1948. 
The hitch is, he says, that the com* 
pany must spread the available materials over a 12- 
month period. 
Hence the shortages and the layoffs. 
This would seem to imply that the company has no 
plans to introduce new models for the next year, 
which would entail shutdowns for changeovers. And 
it does not explain why many 1949 Lincolns are offered 
for sale by used car dealers in New York City at less 
than list prices. 
Henry J. Kaiser, chairman of the board of Kaiser- 
Fraaer. contends a cutback in production of from 
•74 to 4OC cans a day is made necessary by the Federal 
Reserve Board s Regulation W which placed mild 
restrictions on credit for purchases of cars and other 
The cutback resulted in reduction of the 
K F working force by 4,000. 
In some Detroit automative circles the opinion ts 
expressed that the slowdown in one sector of the Ford 
empire is a diversion of materials to boost production 
of F-rd cars in anticipation of the battle Henry Ford 
n has stated he intends to give General Motors for 
leadership of the •low-priced” market. 
With all but one or two minor makers now pro­ 
ducing new models and no serious material shortages 
cr strikes in sight, the next 60 days should reveal 
wnether the bloom is off the automobile market. 
All 
manufacturers are talking of rolling up their sleeves 
end ricing some selling for a change 
With steel—the 
critical automotive item—rolling along at 99.3 per 
cen* of capacity, a rea: buyers' market in cars may be 
looming.

While the cause is controversial, 
heredity, infections, and glandular 
and digestive disturbances are im­ 
portant considerations. Foods also 
play a role and dietary treatment is 
given preference to all others.

Vitamins help, especially A. There 
is no rationale to this statement but 
studies have revealed that those who 
take a 100,000 unit vitamin A cap­ 
sule at bedtime are troubled Kss by 
pimples, and blackheads.

hours sleep is needed.

About China and our relation to 
it,*the present stage is this: China 
is oil Ute verge of falling into Com­ 
munist control. Our policy is not 
to attempt prevention.

To speak of a turning point is not 
merely a temporary emotion about 
a crisis momentarily acute, it Is 
faithful to the facts of history. It 
reflects a Judgment about the place 
of China in the world and in his­ 
tory. long held by qualified states­ 
men and scholars. One such, states­ 
man and .scholar both, was John 
Hay. Secretary of State in the Ad­ 
ministrations of Theodore Roose­ 
velt and McKinley. Hay spoke about 
China in the universal and perma­ 
nent sense, his statement was made 
in 1899, a half century before “com­ 
munism’’ was much more than an 
abstruse word in the dictionary: 
“Tile storm center of the world 
has gradually .shifted 
to China. 
Whoever understands that mighty 
empire . . . has a key to politics 
for the next 500 years.” 
What is taking place about China 
is not a mere crisis of a day or a 
year in one nation, it is planetary 
ant* eternal. Planetary in the sense 
that to a unique degree it affects 
the world globally, as a unit. Eternal 
in the sense that the Chinese are 
an ancient* and long-remembering 
jieople, living by a philosophy many 
centuries old. with a wisdom de­ 
rived from accumulated cxpenenee 
Into their conception of wisdom 
they are likely to incorporate their 
present experience with the United 
.States.”

For to China, and to anyone who 
thinks in perspective, our present 
inaction is not a mere failure to 
give succor in a time of great need. 


Truman Can Set Example Of 


Forebearnce And Dignity

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Presi­ 
dent Truman can save future pres­ 
idents much embarrassment and set 
an example of forebearance end 
dignity by requesting the House of 
Representatives to amend the bill 
just passed by the Senate that gives 
him a $50,000 tax-free expense al­ 
lowance. 
No President 
hereafter 
will ever be sure whether he can 
pocket that sum as a part of his 
income or whether he is under mo­ 
ral obligation to spend it only for 
a public purpose. 
It Isn t as lf a President doesn’t 
have his expenses paid by the gov­ 
ernment. For out of the so-called 
budget for the White House of more 
than a million dollars a year, he gets 
the following things: 
1. A house with plenty of bed­ 
rooms and baths, rent free, plus ser­ 
vants—not a dime of which expense 
he has to pay. All upkeep and repair 
expenses are paid by Uncle Sam. 
The m&intainance amounts to about 
$260,000 a year. 
2. All expenses for official en­ 
tertainment. 


scrutinizes closely expense accounts 
in business and disallows 
them if 
not spent for business purposes 
Even so, when the item is ruled to 
be deductible, the government bears 
only 38 per cent while the employer 
bears 62 per cent of the cost of th# 
expense item. There are no tax-free^^ 


3. A fleet of automobiles and 
chauffeurs for the personal use of 
himself and family. The government 
pays for the upkeep and gasoline 
used. 
4. A private yacht and crew that 
costs the government rn large sum 
annually to maintain. 
5. A private airplane with lux­ 
ury accommodations and mainten­ 
ance crew that costs the government 
quite a sum annually to maintain. 
6. A $40,000 allowance for travel 
which can be used for political cam­ 
paigning by the simple trick of 
calling the trips “non-political.” 
Would Net Him $68,000 Salary 
Now it is proposed to increase the 
President’s saltuy from $75,000 to 
$100,000. This item would be tax­ 
able and thus the President would 
be just like anybody else insofar 
as that sum is concerned. Last year 
he netted approximately $48,000 af­ 
ter taxes because of the “split in­ 
come” rates of husband and wife 
and under the proposed salary’ he 
would net $60,000 after taxes. 
But when it comes to the $50,000 
expense allowance, tax free, which 
the Senate has just voted to the 
President, no businessman has any 
such privilege. 
The 
government 


expense allowances in private busi 
ness. 
The precedent in this case is also 
bad because the Senate voted that 
a President didn’t have to make an 
accounting if he didn’t want to 
do so. 
Does this mean he can 
add Hie $50,000 to personal income? 
Why put a President of the United 
States in the embarrassing position 
of having to decide whether a given 
expenditure is one that he would 
or would not have made if he had 
not been the Chief Executive? 
If the House of Representatives 
wishes to put the matter of a Pres­ 
ident’s salary on a realistic basis, it 
can increase the present amount to 
a total of $240,000 a year and xnakw 
all of this taxable just as is any 
executive’s salary, subject to tho 
usual deductions. 
This means that 
at present rates, his net sum after 
taxes would be about $110,000 or 
the equivalent of a $100,000 taxable 
salary and $50,000 tax-free allow­ 
ance as the Senate has proposed. 
No element of tax 
avoidance 
would then be involved and the 
precedent would be an honorable 
one though to be sure many of the 
so-called “little people” who 
are 
supposed to have won the election 
for Mr. Truman will wonder since 
when does "a man of the people” 
need so much money for personal 
use the moment he wins an elec­ 
tion? 
A President 
who cannot 
save money on a $75,000 taxable 
salary’ when all his rent and serv­ 
ants and transportation are paid 
for by the government is not set­ 
ting a good example of economy 
or thrift. Likewise a President who 
accepts a tax-free allowance of any 
kind and asks the other citizens 
to pay taxes is 
not 
interpreting 
correctly the basic 
principles 
of 
Thomas Jefferson on which 
th* 
Democratic 
Party 
was 
founded. 
Only Kings and Princes and royalty 
are treated on any other ba. jl 
Ifs a bad way to start off th* 
“fair deal.”

For 
instance, a number of lawyer^ 
in spite of the fact that they 
are officers of the court, sworn 
to uphold ear form of govern­ 
ment and our constitution, hart 
refused ta answer under oath 
whether they ara ar ara not 
communists. They stand in con­ 
tempt of the Congress of the 
United States. By their con­ 
duct, they have given the im­ 
pression af being part of an ap­ 
paratus ta destroy our form of 
government.

Maybe the rules af evidence 
cannot be revised so that rn 
witness can tell his story as ho 
saw it or heard it. Why is it 
necessary to confuse him by 
constant interruptions, objec­ 
tions and argumenta so that no 
jury can possibly get tho picture 
exactly aa the witness saw it?

tlrnr»% .the great learning, tho 
scholarship, the dignity of per­ 
son of oar judiciary. 


China will not. and we ought not, 
to see this advanced stage of our 
relation to China as if it were the 
w hole of the relation. In an earlier 
stage of the relation, before Com­ 
munism had advanced so far into 
China, we could have saved her 
with an amount of help much less 
than is now needed, an amount we 
could have then given without dan­ 
ger to our economy. 
The case is much worse than that. 
China could fairly blame us nr t 
merely with failure to help against 
the Communist attempt to over­ 
come her, she 
could 
reasonably 
blame us with primary responsi­ 
bility for making the attempt for­ 
midable.

President 
Roosevelt 
made 
ult Ii Premier Stalin at the Yalta 
Conference ill 1945. Roosevelt. upon 
demand of Stalin, as a price for 
Russia taking part in the Pacific 
war against Japan, agreed that at 
the end o! the war Russia should 
have territory and railroads which 
Japan had taken from China. It 
was through these acquisitions by 
Russia that the Communist drive 
against China was able to get lever­ 
age and headway.

WHY WAR? 
Benjamin Franklin once said that 
"there never was a good war or a 
bad peace.” Even a bad peace, if it 
lasts, is better than no peace at all. 
And usually most peaces are im­ 
perfect. The costs of all wars, in life 
and treasure, are beyond the imag­ 
ination in their effect upon peoples 
and the world. 
But why do we continue them? 
We have the story’ of the dark ages, 
of the inquisitions, of the so-called 
New England witchcraft, and other 
such evil forces, but none can com­ 
pare in brutality to our so-called 
modern “civilized” wars. Writing 
to his son, about fifty years ago, 
George Gissing, the English writer, 
wrote: “War is a thing to be 
ashamed of, and not to glory in. It 
is wicked and dreadful for the 
people of one country to go and 
kill those of another. Never sup­ 
pose that victories in war are things 


to be proud of. Some day people will 
be astonished that 
such 
things 
could be done.” 
We know more about the terror 
and destruction of war now than 
ut any other time In human his­ 
tory. An English soldier was found 
dead with papers upon him—little 
notes that he had written to his 
young son about life and war. and 
he said that war was "simply filth.” 
But it is so much more than that. 
It is. as General Sherman said— 
"hell.” Why, then, do we keep it 
in this world? Why can’t we work 
as hard for peace as we do for 
war, or when In a war, for victory? 
We know all too well about what 
w’ar does to the world, but how 
little we know about what universal 
peace could do. How the world could 
be transformed into a wonderful 
place in which to live if all worked 
solely and unselfishly for peace and 
good will toward all men; That was 
the program of Christ in all his 
teachings. Has Christianity failed? 
Or is it only that people have failed? 
The free nations of this world will 
never have the glorious chance that 
they now have to put an end to this 
fiendish business of war. Peace s 
gentle. Its symbol is the dove. But 


name calling among nations, with 
their leaders strutting around with 
their pockets full of guns and 
swords rattling at their sides, can 
never bring universal peace and 
good will to the peoples of this 
world.
